My  annual  report  for  1958  comes  at  the  time 
when  the  nation  has  taken  steps  to  control  the  (quality  of 
the  last  element  in  the  environment  ?-■  the  air  we  breathe. 
Since  Carlton  is  set  to  leeward  of  Nottingham  we  must 
coordinate  our  efforts  with  those  of  the  city.  Following 
on  the  recommendations  of  the  Beaver  Committee  set  up  in 
1953 j after  the  smothering  of  3,000  people  in  the  London 
smoke  fog  the  November  before , came  the  Clean  Air  Act  195^, 
which  empowers  you  to  take  steps  to  lessen  air  pollution  by 

1.  adopting  bye-laws  ensuring  the  using  of  building 

methods  suitable  for  installation  of 
smokeless  appliances. 

2.  creating  smoke  control  areas  with  the  end  in  view 

of  making  all  Carlton  a smokeless  zone  during 
the  next  five  years. 

During  the  year  we  began  a detailed  survey  of 
houses  in  the  older  parts  of  Netherfield,  beginning  in 
Godfrey  Street  - Deabill  Street  area.  The  evidence 
confirms  that  the  legislation  of  the  past  15  years  has  not 
encouraged  landlords  of  rented  houses  to  maintain  them  in 
a condition  fit  for  raising  families,  while  tenants  have 
been  reluctant  to  apply  for  repairs  for  fear  of  a rise  in 
rent.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  situation  will  be 
improved  by  the  latest  Housing  Act  to  come  into  operation 
in  1959  which  makes  improvement  grants  easier  to  obtain. 
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Community  morale  is  affected  "by  the  quality  of 
the  surroundings  particularly  of  young  people  ~ the 
general  appearance  of  the  to^m^  housing  standards, 
opportunities  for  vjork  and  study  and  recreation  and  for 
joint  effort.  The  Council  can  help  in  this  v;ay  hy 
providing  athletic  tracks  and  playing  fields  at  something 
more  than  elementary  level.  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  the 
Council's  long  and  persistent  efforts  to  get  permission  to 
build  a swimming  bath  will  succeed. 

In  this  connection  are  we  going  wrong  in  some 
of  our  amenity  provision?  Should  we  ignore  contour  lines 
in  building  roads,  chop  down  trees,  build  without 
discrimination  on  skylines,  creating  ugliness  unnecessarily. 
On  a lower  level  does  it  pay  in  economic  terms?  Such 
building  development  together  with  overhead  telephone  cables, 
cheap  and  tasteless  fencing  and  treelessness  tend  to 
diminish  property  values.  Even  the  ugly  little  boxes  v,'hich 
have  been  built  on  some  housing  estates  can  be  so  arranged 
that  their  general  appearance  is  bearable.

Maternal  and  neonatal  deaths 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  Of  the  5 neonatal 
deaths,  none  was  due  to  infection.  The  relaxation  classes 
for  expectant  mothers  started  during  the  year,  which  also 
cover  education  in  ante-natal  care  and  rearing  of  hahies, 
should  help  to  make  pregnancy  and  infancy  healthier. 
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DISSASES( OTHER  THM  TUBERCULOSIS)  ypTIFISD 
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DIPHTHERIA 


For  the  10th  year  in  succession  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  v;ere  notified.  The  absence  of  the  disease  is 
due  to  the  immunisation  of  the  child  population.  To  ensure 
that  no  cases  arise j the  inoculation  rate  should  approach 
80  per  cent. 

SCARLM^  FEVER 

This  continues  to  be  a mild  disease j owing  to 
a decrease  in  virulence  in  the  causative  organism.  There  is 
no  guarantee  that  this  will  always  be  so,  but  while  the 
disease  remains  mild  cases  are  being  treated  at  home. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS 

There  was  1 paralytic  case  in  1958  in  a 
four-year  old  boy. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 


There  were  6 cases  notified  during  the  year  as 
against  48  in  1957*  In  my  opinion  inoculation  against 
this  disease  is  proving  well  worth  while.

There  v/ere  no  cases  of  puerperal  fever 
during  the  year. 
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CANCER 


There  v;ere  67  deaths  due  to  malignant  ' 
neoplasms  during  the  year  as  compared  with  65  in  1957* 
Of  these  I5  (ll  men  and  4 women)  v;ere  due  to  cancer  of 
the  lung.

Dysentery 

56  cases  ¥>?ere  notified  during'  the  year,  most 
of  which  were  investigsted  hacteriologically.  In  25  cases 
Sh.  sonnei  were  found,  and  a number  of  contacts  were  also 
found  to  he  carriers  of  the  disease,  many  of  them  v/ith 
sjanptoms.  Most  contact  cases  were  found  inside  individual 
families.  In  addition,  6 cases  in  one  family  notified  as 
food  poisoning  were  found  on  investigation  to  he  cases 
of  dysentery. 

Food  Poisoning 

Only  sporadic  outbreaks  of  this  disease 
occurred,  all  inside  families,  and  the  source  of  infection 
was  not  discovered.

The  policy  of  raising  the  resistance  of  young 
people  before  they  leave  school  hy  B.C.G.  inoculation  has 
been  pursued,  but  again  less  than  55  PQr  cent  of  parents 
have  accepted  this  help.  At  this  age  the  decision  is  all 
too  often  the  child’s  rather  than  the  parent's..

This  service  is  used  hy  the  elderly  infirm,  the 
sick  and  those  who  have  their  hahies  at  home^ 

It  is  operated  hy  the  County  Council  and  is 
controlled  hy  a full-time  organiser  who  is  based  at  Park 
House,  Carlton,  (telephone  24-7151)  is  responsible 
for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Arnold  and  Carlton. 
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There  ere  87  whole-tine  and  part-time  helps  and 
each  week  an  average  of  I90  cases  are  dealt  with  in  the 
area  covered.  The  charge  is  3/3d.  per  hour,  A part  or  the 
whole  of  the  cost  is  remitted  in  some  circumstances. 

The  following  are  the  types  of  cases  dealt  withs- 

(1)  Maternity  cases c 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  where  some  help  is 

recoETmended  hy  the  doctor, 

(3)  Cases  of  illness  where  no  other  help  is  available. 

(4)  The  aged  and  the  infirm. 

The  home  help  in  these  cases  assists  in  housework 
when  it  is  difficult  for  the  family  to  cope. 

Care  of  the  Chronic  Sick  and  Aged 

The  chronic  sick  and  aged  are  generally  cared  for 
at  home  hy  relativesj  sometimes  v^ith  the  help  of  the 
District  Nurse,  hut  sometimes  the  complexity  of  the  nursing 
required  is  such  that  hospital  care  becomes  necessary.  In 
a few  instances,  tho  patient  is  confused  in  mind  and  is 
not  fully  aware  of  this  need.  In  such  cases  it  is  seldom 
necessary  to  resort  to  compulsory  powers  under  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47 > and  every  such 
case  in  the  past  year  has  been  dealt  with  by  gentle 
persuasion. 

Institutional  care  for  the  able-bodied  elderly 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Nelfare  Service.

On  page  1 of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health’ s Report 
will  be  found  details  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff. 

As  has  been  the  case  each  year  since  the  decontrol  of 
meat  and  livestock  an  appreciable  amount  of  time  has  of 
necessity  been  spent  on  meat  inspection  and  som.e  37? 384 
carcases  and  offals  have  been  inspected. 

The  Rent  Act  1957  kas  occasioned  a large  number  of  { 

visits  (naniely  617)  kut  has  not  had  the  effect  of  reducing 
the  number  of  notices  served  for  housing  defects.  It  is 
frequently  apparent  on  inspection  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Act  that  tenants  have  failed  to  mention  on  their  Forms  G 
items  which  should  most  properly  have  been  included.  In 
these  cases  — as  it  is  not  possible  to  add  such  items  ~ 
notices  are  served  under  either  the  Public  Health  or 
Housing  Acts. 

It  has  been  found  that  most  owners  are  fulfilling 
their  obligations  under  the  Act  but  in  some  instances  they 
have  encountered  difficulty  in  carrying  out  their  under- 
takings by  reason  of  the  spate  of  repair  work  and  a limited 
number  of  local  property  repairers. 

Riaring  the  year  more  time  has  been  spent  on  smoke 
abatement  and  progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the 
problem  of  industrial  smoke.  At  the  time  of  writing 
consideration  is  being  given  to  the  subject  of  domestic 
smoke  which  is  the  greatest  source  of  pollution  in  the  area. 

A report  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  your  Council’s 
Health  and  Sanitary  Committee  suggesting  a phased  programme 
for  the  declaration  of  ’smoke  control  areas'  which  would 
ultimately  embrace  the  whole  of  the  district. 
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The  effect  of  the  elimination  of  domestic  smoke  is 
abundantly  evidenced  by  the  remarkably  clear  atmosphere  and 
clean  appearance  of  the  buildings  and  streets  which  prevail 
in  a "smokeless  zone"  as  for  example  Nottingham’ s Cliiton 
Estate  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  clear  atmosphere 
is  capable  of  attainment  over  the  whole  country. 


The  other  varied  and  numerous  duties  of  the 
Department  are  dealt  with  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

COICPLAINTS.  During  the  year  723  complainta  wore  received  all 
of  which  were  dealt  v/ith  as  occasion  warranted.

As  mentioned  in  the  report  for  1957,  the 
third  year  of  tho  Council’s  five  yoar  slum  clearance 
proposals  ended  on  31st  August  195^  comprised 
24  houses ,

As  compared  with  1957  there  was  an  incroase  of 
4430  in  the  year;' s total  kill  and  this  represents  a 
figure  of  approximately  13-J^  over  the  previous  year.  It  is 
mentioned  with  respect  to  this  increase  that  while  the 
number  of  beast  killed  remained  practically  the  same  there 
were  some  5741  more  pigs  slaughtered  in  195^  and  a combined 
fall  in  the  numbers  of  calves  and  sheep  amounting  to  II76. 

As  hitherto  100^  inspection  has  been  attained 
and  I must  again  record  that  this  could  not  have  been  done 
without  some  sacrifice  by  and  inconvenience  to  the 
Inspectorial  Staff.  My  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their 
effort  and  loyally. 

By  arrangement  with  and  the  goodwill  of  the 
butchery  trade  employment  on  moat  inspection  outside  normal 
office  hours  has  been  limited  to  Monday,  Tuesday,  and 
Wednesday  evenings  and  Saturday  afternoons  v\?eekly.  The 
carcases  of  any  animal  slaughtered  outside  duty  hours  on 
other  days  or  Sundays  is  retained  for  inspection  on  the 
follo\7ing  day.

PROVISION  OF  DUSTBINS 

The  municipal  dustbin  scheme  - initiated  in  1951  ” 
has  operated  smoothly,  the  cost  thereof  being  borne  from 
the  General  Rate  Fund. 

For  the  financial  year  1958/59  the  cost  was 
£1,538.13,  2d.  the  equivalent  of  a penny  rate. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


In  last  year’s  report  mention  was  made  that  the 
conversion  of  a number  of  boilers  at  one  establishment  had 
been  effected  with  appreciable  reduction  in  smoke 
emissions  and  that  it  was  expected  that  the  remainder  of 
the  boilers  would  be  likewise  converted  during  1958*  This 
work  was  in  fact  completed  and  there  has  been  no  further 
occasion  to  complain  of  smoke  nuisance  . 

In  the  same  report  it  was  also  mentioned  that 
another  boiler  plant  was  receiving  attention  and  that  a 
contract  had  been  placed  by  the  firm  concerned  for  the 
provision  of  automatic  stokers.  By  the  end  of  November 
1958  the  new  stokers  v;ere  in  operation  and  their  installation 
has  resulted  in  the  abatement  of  a serious  smoke  nuisance. 

As  a long  term  policy  the  firm  is  taking  other  measures  to 
reduce  steam  demand  with  a viev;  to  eliminating  any  ri^ 
of  complaint  during  the  coming  v\/inter  v;hen  the  load  will 
be  appreciably  higher. 

During  the  year  soot  emissions  were  occurring  irom 
the  chimney  at  a third  premises.  After  representations 
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from  the  Department  and  discussions  with  the  managGraent 
a new  and  up-to-date  boiler  plant  is  to  be  installed* 

It  is  expected  that  the  installations  \7ill  be  completed 
and  fully  in  operation  by  the  end  of  August  1959- 

In  order  to  assess  the  extent  of  atmospheric 
pollution  prevailing  in  the  area  three  sets  of  apparatus 
for  the  determination  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  Smoke  or 
suspended  matter  are  to  be  set  up  during  the  current  year 
the  first  of  which  should  be  in  operation  by  July  1959*

MEAITS  OF  ESC;xPE  IN  CASE  OF  FIItE.  Section  34 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  in 
June  195851  again  drev;  the  attention  of  all  local 
authorities  to  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  Section  34 
of  the  Act  to  examine  every  factory  to  which  the  section 
applies  and  to  decide  whether  to  issue  a Certificate  that 
the  factory  is  provided  Vv’ith  such  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire  as  may  be  required  in  the  circumstances. 

It  is  mentioned  for  the  purpose  of  record  that 
as  at  31st  March  1958?  there  were  32  factories  within  the 
area  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Section  of  which 
29  held  Certificates.  At  the  remaining  3 factories  work 
v/as  in  hand  to  provide  additional  means  of  escape  etc.  as 
would  enable  an  appropriate  Certificate  to  bo  issued. 

I desire,  in  conclusion,  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Committee 
for  their  support  and  encouragement,  to  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  and  also  to 
the  staff  of  the  Department  vi/ithout  vhose  loyalty  such  as  has 
been  achieved  v/ould  have  been  impossible.
